original cost.

An Emergency Expenditure 

A good argument could also be made of the contention that an addi- 
tional portion of the cost of such schemes, under emergent conditions which 
the west has faced during the past few years, should be a care of the 
national treasury on the basis of uncmployment works programs. With a 
substantial percentage of the cost borne by the nation on these two grounds, 
it is quite conceivable that schemes which would be considered uneconomical 
if the entire cost were levied against the benefitted lands, could quite easily 
be financially self-supporting.

of irrigation systems,’’ declares that the financial aspect should be ap- 
proached “from a national point of view rather than looking upon it from 
the narrow angle of direct monetary returns.” 

And with this viewpoint not forgotten Mr, Crowle appropriately sug- 
gests that the appointment of either a special federal commission or the 
employment of a staff of competent engineers is warranted “to make a 
complete and satisfactory survey of irrigation possibilities in the arid re- 
gions of Western Canada.” 

With Eastern writers adopting this viewpoint of the question there is 
some prospect that the claims of the west for at least a thorough investiga- 
tion into the question may not be overlooked.

OIL INDUSTRY VEHICLES 
HAVE VERY LOW PBR 
CENT OF ACCIDENTS 


Motor vehicles operated by the 
petroleum industry are involved in 
one third less accidents than the 
general accident rate of commercial 
vehicles, according to a report of the 
department of accident prevention of 
the American Petroleum Institute. 

Records of 78 vil companies operat- 
ing 42,554 vehicles in 1936, showed 
these vehicles travelled 676,617,693 
miles during the year with an accident 
rate of only 1.62 per 100,000 miles of 
travel, For all types of commercial 
vehicles, there were 2.32 accidents per 
100,000 miles of travel. 

The report indicates that the 
frequency of motor vehicle accidents 
in the petroleum industry during 
1936 showed a small decline as com- 
pared with 1935, whereas according to 
reports of the National Safety Council, 
motor vehicle accidents for the nation 
at large showed a sharp increase.

Those imports are equivalent 
to a per capita expenditure of 
practically a dollar a week for 
every map, woman anid child in 
this country. That, of course, 
is theoretical because the 
American goods included raw 
materials necessary to manu- 
factures in Canada. However, 
it is interesting to speculate 
that if the dollar a week had 
been spent on Canadian 
merchandise, wherever possible, 
it would have meant a tre- 
mendous increase in sales and 
lead to the absorption of many 
of our unemployed by industry. 

A few years ago, in an adver- 
tisement released by the 
Dominion government, it was 
estimated that manafactured 
ygouds with a value of $5,610 
provided work for one man 
(presumably for one year). If 
that estimate is true, then our 
imports from the United States 
lust year represented employ- 
ment for 9,090 Canadians. Of 
course, this is only one side of 
the picture. Canada obviously 
cannot expect to maintain 
trade without imports and ex- 
ports, but it would be worth- 
while finding out what percent- 
age of those American imports 
competed, right on our own 
hearth, with the products of 
the Dominion and to what 
extent their sale in this country 
deprived our own people of 
employment. Without in any 
way damaging our friendly 
relations with the United 
States, our people would be 
helping themselves, in a prac- 
tical way, if they became 
imbued with the “Buy Can- 
adian” idea where price and 
quality are satisfactory.
